In response to the Notice of Allowability dated June 6, 2005 kindly enter Applicants' 
comments of Statement for Reasons for Allowance without prejudice as follows: 
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Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowanrp 

It is respectfully submitted that while the specific features and relationships mentioned in 
the Statement of Reasons for Allowance are not disclosed or suggested in the prior art, these are 
not the only reasons for allowance. For example, independent claims 30 and 49 and dependent 
claims 31-44 recite additional features and relationships not mentioned in the Statement, which 
are also not disclosed or suggested by the prior art. 

hi addition the statement incorrectly rephrases features recited in claim 30. For example, 
claim 30 does not recite "diagnostic software stored on the ATM". Rather claim 30 recites 
"diagnostic software operating in at least one processor of the ATM". Thus claim 30 is not 
limited to having the diagnostic software stored on the ATM, but rather may also encompasses 
using diagnostic software operating in the at least one processor of the ATM which is accessed 
from a remote server, the diagnostic article, or other sources or storage locations which provide 
diagnostic software. 

In addition, claim 30 does not recite an "interfacing device". Further, claim 30 does not 
recite "to display on the display device of the ATM diagnostic data concerning at least one 
operational characteristic." Rather claim 30 recites "to enable visual information to be proved 
through a display device of the ATM, at least some of which visual information is provided 
responsive to ATM service data read from the diagnostic article and diagnostic data stored in at 
least one data store of the ATM, which diagnostic data concerns at least one operational 
characteristic". Thus claim. 30 is not limited to displaying visual information which includes 
diagnostic data, but rather may also encompass displaying visual information which does not 
include diagnostic data, such as service data and/or other visual information which Dan be 
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provided responsive to service data read from the diagnostic article and diagnostic data stored in 
at least one data store of the ATM. 

Applicants disagree with all undue limiting remarks in the statement. Further there in no 
one-to-one correspondence between the elements recited in independent claim 30 and the 
elements recited in independent claim 49. The Statement should not be interpreted as requiring 
that claim 49 include the subject matter recited in claim 30. 

It should be understood that the allowed subject matter is to only be directed to that 
subject matter which is specifically recited in the claims. Any remarks in the stafcanent which 
add to or subtract from the specifically recited subject matter should be disregarded.
